The Trend In England 


The Labor party continues to stage an 
npparent comeback in Great Britain, and 
ihe Jatest manifestation of this trend came 
in nation-wide local government elections. 
The returns from practically all of these 
boroughs in England-Wales, where .voting 
was held earlier this month, gave Labor a 
“ain of 568 town council seats and 15 lost. 
The Conservatives lost 406, gained 46. The 
Independents lost over 201 seatsg with com- 
paratively few gains, and the Lherals also 
‘ast more seats than they gained. 

These results are not necessarily indica- 
dive of true sentiments in England, but com- 
bined with the recent results in urban voting, 
they show an apparent trend toward the 
Labor party. Such a trend might make it 

' very difficult for Churchill’s government to 
remain in power another three years, as 
Churchill hopes to do. - 

Labofites, meanwhile, are now clamor- 

\ ing for another election this fall. Unless 
the tide is reversed, Labor will probably be 
able to force a new election within a year or 
eighteen months at most.

Saskatchewan at the , request of Prime 
Minister St. Laurent by reducing our sister 
province's representation by only 15. per 
cent or three members instead of five.

How To Quit Smoking 


Dr. Geloio]) McHugh, Professor of Psy- 
chology at Duke University, has the newest 
solution on how to stop smoking. About his 
new method, he says: “We set cut to try for 
complete contro] over only a segment of the 
day, preferably at the begining. The over- 
user of tobacco sets aside a reasonable period 
at the start of the day and he does not smoke 
in that period of one hour, tivo hours, three 
hours, no matter how much he wants to. 

“But the instant that time is passed. he 
may smoke as usual al) the rest of the dav.” 
Dr. McHugh says this goal is not too. diffi- 
cult and that, by using this system smokers 
find that they can contro] their desire to 
smoke, Pretty. soon, the Professor says, 
smokers begin to increase the non-smoking 
part of their day, and, eventually, come to 
the point where they can choose whether or 
not they want to. 

“When they reach this point,-the Profes- 
sor believes, they have brought themselve-~ 
to a psychological attitude which enables 
them to stop smoking altogether, if they so 
desire.” The most interesting thing about 
Dr. McHugh’s proposal is the fact that it 
comes from a Professor of Duke University 
—a school which was endowed by the late 
James Buchanan Duke, of tobacco industry 
fame. 


Why Not Paint a Clear 
Picture? | 


(From the Camrose Canadian) 

There is a group of people who are trying 
to confuse the rural electrification picture in 
Alberta. They are undoubtedly sincere in 
their desire to make the utility a publicly 
owned affair. -They use comparisons be- 
tween Alberta and Manitoba and between Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan to entice the 4l- 
berta farmers under their wing. It is true 
that Manitoba builds. the lines direct to the 
farm to-.be served-and that there are 27,000 
farms already electrified in Manitoba. It ‘is 
also true that the Manitoba Power Com- 
mission owes the Provincia] Covernment the 
sum of $35,000,000, with an addition of $10,- 
900,000 under authorization and not yet ex- 
pended, ‘This part of the story is never men- 
tioned from the public platform. And another 
thing, Manitoba has had a surplus of power 
since 1910 and has been in the rural electri- 
fication picture for twenty years. Likewise, 
the Saskatchewan Power Commission Owes 
the Saskatchewan Provincial Government 
$41,000,000. This province has made no 
bones of its inability to construct free rural 
lines to farm premises. Saskatchewan is not 
so fortunately situated as either Manitoba er 
Alberta in the matter of power resources. She 
has few hydro. potentials near to present 
centres of population. Should Alberta de- 
cide to make power a publicly owned utility 
at{the present time, the Province would be 
required to assume an additional bonded in- 
debtedness of $100,000,000, As far as rates 
go at the present time, Alberta customers 
enjoy rates as low as Manitoba and lower 
than Saskatchewan and are not carrying any 
of the bonded indebtedness as an indirect 
charge against the utility. Another inter- 
esting feature of the argument is that Mani- 
toba’s 27,000 rural installations are confined 
within a geographical area of less than one- 
third the area jn Alberta from the Edmonton 
district south to the international border, 
eliminating the Peace River area entirely.

Wild Oats in ‘52 


Despite new and efiicient tillage 
oachines anda variety of selective 
weed-killing chemicals, e - Wild 
Oat continues to be the mosi ex- 
pensive weed in Western Canada.
